ment, where the Chinese are supposed 
to be protected from persecution by 
their own oflicials, the Taotai i e 
to suppress an obnoxious journal. 
This effort of the Shanghai Taotai 
has now produced some very regret- 
table friction between the Municipal 
Council and the local authorities. 
The “Supao” having, it is alle; 
continued to write seditiously ‘hil 
scme of its staff are still on tr 
an ex parte application was_ made 
at the Mixed Court. on Monday 
that the office of the “ Supao” should 
be sealed until the end of the trial, 
‘A temporary injunction was granted 
and signed by the Mixed Court 
Magistrate and the British Assessor, 
‘and’ countersigned by the Senior 
Consul, but the police did not put it in 
force until some time between ten and 
eleven yesterday morning. It 
stated that there were necess 
formalities to be observed which 
caused this delay; but. the Mixed 
Court Magistrate, knowing that the 
aotai would be indignant at the 
delay, went off to report in person to 
his superior, and ordered the Mixed 
Court to be closed in the meantime; 
and it remained closed all day, 
greatly to the inconvenience of all 
Who had business there. 

‘Phe status of the Municipality here 
isso anomalous, and the powers of our 
Republic so loosely defined, that any 
action or inaction on the part of the 
Council which produces friction with 
the local authorities, the Consular 
Body or the Chinese authorities or 
both, must be gravely deprecated by 
all who have at heart the continued 
well-being"of the Settlements. For 
fi years or more successive Coun- 
cils have governed the Settlements 
smoothly, enlarged the borders of 
their administration, and assumed 
powers which were never contem-

the subject of Mr. Chamberlain's idea of 
Imperial Customs Union; but Inst

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Outlines of the Scheme. 

Tt is only fair to Mr. Chamberlain to 
admit that ho gave the Liberals all tho 
satisfaction that they could reasonably 
expect. As ho says, tho details of his 
scheme must be a matter of negotiation. 
It would be absurd for him to como 
forward now with an absolutely cut and 
Gried schome. But he explained tho out- 
lines of his proposal very clearly. It is 
of course impossible to do justice to them 
in a fow sontences; but in the main the 
scheme which he proposes to put before 
the country and fight the next general 
election upon is this: a tax upon all 
imported articles of food which will 
enable us to negotiate a preferential 
tariff with the Colonies and to carry on 
a fiscal war with any nation which inter- 
feres fiscally between us and our 
Colonies. He admits that such a tariff 
will in effect be in a measure Protective, 
but. it, will not bo imposed for the pur 
pose of Protection. He acknowledzes 
that it will increase the price of food, but 
he hopes to convince the working classes 
that: it will increaso wages proportionate- 
and morcover he offers thom a tre- 
ndous sop in the shape of old ago 
pensions. Of course he does not, propose 
to remit direct. taxation when imposing 
this great inereaso of indirect taxation. 
‘To do that would be to relieve the well- 
to-do of taxes ab the expense of the com 
paratively poor. Therefore the new dutics 
would bring in an immense revenue not 
required to meot present expenditure ; 
and this he proposes to devote to old age 
pensions. 


A Bid for the Leadership ? 
‘Towards the end of the debate Mr. 
Willie Redmond, who is never loth to 
say an offensive thing, especially of Mr. 
Chamberlain, declared’ that the only pur-

Although Mr. Chamberlain 
affects to minimiso the importance of the 
change from a purely economical point of 
viow, it is absurd to deny that it would 
he an absoluto rorersal of what. has been 
the settled fiscal policy of this country for 
half-a century. Will Mr. Chamberlain carry 
the country with him? Perhaps, as the 
“Times” remarks this morning, ‘we kad 
better all abstain from prophecy; but the 
convinced Frectrader must acknowledge 
that from his point of view the position 
is nob free from danger. OF course ho 
will carry all the Protectionists with 
him; and though they are ‘a minority 
they aro yet a somorhat powerful 
minority. Then he will have the out- 
and-out Imperialists on their side. They 
will be ready. to sacrifice an_ abstract 
principle to patriotism. ‘Th 
thero aro the las rigid Freetraders who 
argue that as the United States have pros: 
pered exceedingly under a system of 
internal Free Trade and external Protce- 
tion, so might tho British Eny 
the loss of Free Trade with 











































nations, whose own Protectic 
to clase their doors against us, might be 
compensated for by freedom’ of trade 
within the Empire. It is objected that the 
Colonies—Australia in particular do not 
want Free Trade with us. ‘The Australia 
producers do not wish to expose then 
selves to the competition of British man 
facturers. But Mr. Chamberlain has 
evidently a great reliance on his own 
ability to persuade them out of this 
attitude. And perhaps he is right. 


‘The Attitude of the Opposition. 
Everything, howerer, depends on_the 
great body of the working classes. They 
tay, not be tempted very greatly by the 
offer of old age pensions if they have to 
pay for these ponsions themselves through 
dear food; and they will probably need 
a very clear proof that wages will go up. 
In Protectionist countries on the con: 
tinent wages er than in England. 
Then the Opposition can make out a 
pretty good caso against the change. 
What is the necessity for it? They will 
ask. We are prospering exccedingly 
under Free Trade. We are on adinirable 
terms with our Colouies and there is no 
certainty that an Imperial Customs 
pion would strengthen the tie. It 
might even weaken it. At present tho 
Colonies have absolute control over their 
‘own fiscal systems ; that they would have 
to give up. Moreover the cry of fore 
interference between us and our Colonies 
is It is true that Germany 
proposes—thouzh she has not done so— 
iate against Canada for her pre- 
ferential treatment of Great Britain; 
but the outery against Germany on this 
score is obviously unjust. We cannot 
have it both ways. We cannot give the 
Colonies absolute independence in fiscal 
matters and at the same time compel 
forcign nations to treat the Empire as 
a fiscal unity. If Canada has ar 
differentiate in her customs duties be- 
tween Germany and England, clearly 
Germany has a right—so long as Canada 
and England aro fiscally independent—to 
differentiate between Canada and England. 
Mr. Balfour, who spoke before Mr. 
Chamberlain, gave a somewhat. qualified 
and guarded support to his ideas: 
there is very little question that 
Chamberlain has practically the 
Cabinot with him.

‘Tho secretary (Mr. A. G. Wells) having 
read the notico convening the mecting, 
and also tho auditors’ roport, the Chair- 
rai in, proposing. the adaption of the 
report and accounts, said:— 

‘Tho report gives in very short compass 
all that esd be said with regard to the 
operations of the company. Last year, 
as we all know, was one of considerable 
depression in the shipping trade, not only 
in China but throughout the world. In 
China the depression was very serious, 
and the competition for the reduced 
amount of freight most keen, both on the 
'Yangtsze and on the coast, and the result: 
of that is seen in the revenue of the 
company, which was unfortunately greatly 
geduced. I think, however, that the 
accounts that we are able to put before 
you exhibit a very satisfactory state of 
things under the circumstances, and we 
are fortunate in having to the credit of 
our underwriting account a largo sum, 
Que to tho immunity from loss. The 
company has escaped sovere Joss, and has 
f very, large amount accumulated. We 





















havo reducod that amount by £28,655, 
which we have carried to reventte account. 
leaving the underwriting account at 
240,000. We have also in reserve fund. 
{untouched, £1 , and we are ct 
quently in'a position to delare a dividend 
at the rato of 5 per cent, and carry 
{forward a small balance. Under tho cir- 
cumstances I think the results cannot but 
be regarded as on the whole. 
‘The position of the company is one of 
| great strength, and we only want a return 
ito better trade. J am glad to say that 
this year we hare opened better than we 
did Tast year, and, should the favourable 
conditions continue, we may hope that we 
shall see a much better account at the 
end of the year 1903 than at the end of 
last year, 1902. which the present accor 
corer. The Kowshing indemnit 
hhas heen settled by the Chin 
ment by a Inmp sum, and from that Inmp 
sum we have to settle with the claimants 
for loss of life in some eases and 
for injury in other cases.
